Nothing of particular significance was 
observed to indicate that the writer of Kl prepared any of the 
questioned handwriting on these items.

SUMMARY OF INVESTIGATION: 


Investigation in this matter was predicated 
upon information received during December, 1969, that 
the Police of Puerto Rico (POFR) arrested several 
members of MIRA on charges involving violations of the 
explosives law of Puerto Rico. 


On 2/23/70, 0I,P0PR, received information from 
reliable conf idential sources that F ILIBERTO OJEDA RIOS 
was living at MHHlHHIHH^B^uerto Nuevo, Puerto 
Rico, a nd that^6H3KTQ TODD pAgAn Was hiding in an apart- 
ment at fl^BlHHBmHfBayamon, Puerto Rico. On 
2/24/70, 01 Agents conduced raids at the two addresses 
but neither subject was present in the respective hiding 
place at the time. Written material was seized at both 
addresses, which included MIRA propaganda, codes, out- 
lines and descriptions of organizational structures, 
instructions and suggestions on clandestine procedures to 
be followed by MIRA members. Also located were written 
messages, a number of which reflected communication between 
TODD PAGAN and OJEDA RIOS in their capacity as MIRA leaders. 
In this regard, captioned subjects name and address appeared 
on a 3 x 5 index card. 

Attempts were made to identify captioned subject 
through confidential sources and agencies throughout the 
San Juan Division. Beginning May o, 1970 and ending 
July 16, i 960 , confidential sources familiar with certain 
phases of the Puerto Rican independence movement were 
contacted with negative results concerning activities 


and/or/ identity of captioned subject during this period. 
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However, sufficient information was contained in the DMV 
records regarding the identity of the individual in Question. 
Sufficient background information regarding this individual 
was obtained from this record and is included in Instant 
file. 


Positive information was also de veloped through 
records at the 0I,P0PR, regarding 4|HHB which showed 
that he attended approximately 15 MFlFirinee tings and/or 
sponsored events from 4 / 13/67 until 10/6/68. His attendance 
at MPIFR meetings wae at the Jose A Davila Mission, 

Bayemon, Puerto Rico. No activities since 10/6/68 are 
recorded in 01 files. 


Positive information wae also developed from 
records at the UPR, Rio Piedras, Puerto Rico, regarding 
subject’s attendance at that institution from 8 /o 5 through 
6/67 at which time he was dropped from the university 
for scholastic reasons. 


A neighborhood investigation conducted by s A 
.ALFRED LA MANNA on 10/13/70 revealed that captioned subject 
is not presently and actively engaged in the pro-independence 
movement in Puerto Rico. He apparently discontinued his 
association with the MPIPR, Jose A Davila Mission, Bayamon, 
Puerto Rico, sometime during the latter part of 1968 . 

Since that time, his attitude regarding independence for 
Puerto Rico has changed and it appears that he Is slowly 
but surely progressing toward understanding the purposes 
for the united States being on the island of Puerto Rico. 

He is beginning to accept the fact that the current status 
of Puerto Rico would be more beneficial to each and every 
citisen rather than independence. Each of the individuals 
interviewed concluded that captioned subject is not an 
individual prone to violence. 





On 12/1 5/70. SA ALFRED LA MANNA contacted I 
at his residence, MHHHVHBHHMHBayamon, Puerto 
Rico. At the outset it was noted that not 

receptive to interview and refused to answer questions 
regarding his present or past activities in the independence 
movement of Puerto Rico. He did admit being a member of an 
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independence organization for a short time during 1966 
and 1967* however, he became disenchanted with the 
organization arid voluntarily disassociated himself. from 
future activities sponsored by. this group. He was con- 
fronted with the fact that. his’ name was located on a 
^j^^jardfound by 01 Agents during a raid at^Hfll 

Puerto Rico in February, 1970, 
but^P(||^^^ias unable to furnish any information regard 
ing the way his name got on this card at that specific 
address. He said that he did not know ROBERTO TODD 
PAGAN or FILEBERTO OJEDA RIOS and therefore was not in 
any position to furnish information regarding their 
present whereabouts. With this, the Interview was 
concluded. 



Inasmuch as all logical investigation has been 
conducted In this case, it is recommended that this matter 
be closed administratively by the authority of the SAC.

SUMMARY OF INVESTIGATION 

Investigation in this matter Is predicated upon information 
received during December, i 960 , that the Police of Puerto Rico 
arrested several members of MIRA on charges involving violations 
of the Explosives Lav; of Puerto Rico. 

On 2/23/70, Office of Intelligence, Police of Puerto 
Rico, received information from relia ble confidential sou rces th- 
at PILI3ERT0 OJEDA RIOS was living at 

Puerto Nuevo, Puerto Rico , and that ROBERT^TO D^^AGAr^as 
hiding in an apartment at Bayamon, 

Puerto Rico. On 2/24/70, Orf^^oiTnteLu^ence Agents 
conducted raids at the two addresses but neither subject 
was present in the respective hfiing place at the time. 

Written material was seized at both addresses, which included 
MIRA propaganda, codes, outlines, and descriptions of organizational 
structures. Instructions and suggestions on clandestine procedures 
to be followed by MIRA members. Also located were written 
messages, a number of which reflected communication between 
TODD PAGAN and OJEDA RIOS in their capacity as MIRA leaders. 

In this regard, captioned subject’s name and address appeared 
on a three by five index card. 

Attempts were made to identify captioned subject 
through confidential sources and agencies throughout the 
San Juan Division beginning 6/12/70 and ending H/3/70. 



' These documents are part of the project "The FBI Files on Puerto Ricans 
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The confidential sources contacted are familiar with certain - 
phases of the Puerto Rican Independence Movement but were unable 
to furnish an^information regarding the activities and/or 
identity of during the specified period.

DIRECTIONS FOR MANUFACTURING MORTAR GRENADES 


Manufacturing mortar grenades involves two 
processes, as follows: 

a) Preparation of the Pattern 

b) The Casting Process 


Both processes involve several steps which must 
be carried out with great care in order to make sure that 
the finished grenade is fully dependable at the time of 
launching, during its flight, and when detonating upon 
making contact with the objective. 

If it is to work properly, a finished grenade 
must comprise a number of qualities which are absolutely 
indispensable. These qualities are: 

1) It must have no pores. If a 

grenade shell is porous, it must be 
rejected because, generally 
speaking, the pores run through 
the entirety of the wall of 
the shell. This may have 
serious consequences since, when 
the grenade is launched by a mortar 
or cannon, the gases which are 
produced by the propelling charge 
can penetrate through the pores 
and cause detonation of the 
grenade at the time of launching. 

Each cast shell must be tested 

for air->tightness . In other 

words, air must be injected into the 

grenade by means of a compressor and 

the shell must be placed in a 

pail full of water. If bubbles are 

observed, the grenade is defective and 
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grenade an d al s o ; its ran ge can';- 1 , • . , .- 

increase with fins that enhance its ' 
streamline and do not act as brakes 
during the flight. ' ' 


3) The metal used for casting must be 

sour aluminum. This type of aluminum, 
unlike sweet aluminum, is capable of 
fragmentation. 


4) The wall between the tail and 
body of the grenade must be 
sufficiently thick, so as to keep 
out the gases which are produced

Photocopies such as QcS generally are not suitable 
for precise examination since they lack sufficient detail and 
the copying devices utilized frequently are not accurate as 
to size, the resulting products either being enlarged or reduced 
in size from the original.
